WON HER CASE 


Circuit Court Failed to Sustain a 
Motion Filed by Local Ice 
Company. 


SHE CETS $2,000 DAMAGES 


Action Was Brought Because the 
Defendants Changed Course 
of Tanyard Birn And 


IT OVERFLOW ED HER PROPERTY 


Lisbon, Sept 29.—(Special.)—Cir­ 
cuit court opened at IO o’clock this 
morning with Judges Laubie and Bur­ 
rows on the bench. 
Judge Laubie delivered the court’s 
opinion in the case of Catherine Car- 
raher against the East Liverpool Ice 
and Coal company. The finding was 
lengthy and involved many law points, 
the outcome of which was to sustain 
a motion filed and dismiss the appeal 
taken by the defendants. 
Mrs. Carraher recovered $2,000 dam­ 
ages against the 
defendant by rea­ 
son of damages sustained by her when 
the defendant diverted the course of 
Tanyard run, in East Liverpool, and 
in so doing caused it to overflow her 
land. 
Judges Laubie and Frazier 
were 
unanimous in the opinion, while Judge 
Burrows dissented. 
In the case of Rebecca M. Baker 
against Phila McPherson 
et a1., 
of 
Washington 
township, the 
common j 
pleas court overruled a demurrer and 
the ruling was sustained. 
The case 
was brought up on error. 
The case of the city of Salem 
against Sarah M. Cook was remanded 
for further trial by Judge Burrows 
in common pleas court. The defendant 
in error recovered judgment against 
the city for $850 when the case was 
taken up. Mrs. Cook sustained injur­ 
ies ny reason of a defective sidewalk 
in the 
city of Salem and recovered 
damages for her injury. 
The court held that in its opinion a 
city was only required to exercise or­ 
dinary care under ordinary 
circum­ 
stances, and that the pleadings did 
not show that the defendant in er­ 
ror was entitled to relief. 
The case of Letitia Curry against 
the West End Pottery company, 
of 
East Liverpool, was brought up on ap­ 
peal and in lengthy opinions rendered 
by Judge Laubie the appeal was dis­ 
missed. 
Mrs. Curry owns a one-half interest 
in land in East Liverpool and 
she 
claimed that the 
defendant claimed 
an interest adverse to

rights. 
Eight years ago W. E. Curry,

gal; to forbid their prod ucts in terstate 
tran sportation , an d to compel witn ess 
©s to prod uce books an d papers un d er 
their con trol, even though they plead ed 
such proof would be evid en ce again st 
themselves as guilty parties to an ille­ 
gal combin ation .

sociation case, to break a combin ation 
of thirty-on e railroad s—practically all 
of the lin es in operation between Chi­ 
cago an d the Atlan tic coast. 
In the Ad d yston Pipe case, the Sher 
m an law broke up a com bin ation of 
d ifferen t compan ies 
en gaged in m o­ 
n opoly, so that an y further efforts for 
that purpose must be carried on by 
complete corporation s, 
thus 
open in g 
the way for the legislation n ow p ro ­ 
posed . 
All of these are practical re­ 
sults of Republican 
legislation an d 
action alon e, an d n ot an effective word

O l subsequent 
congresses 
the facts 
shown by the testimony taken before 
the committee.” 
T hat is, the Demo­ 
crats dodged. 
But the next congress 
was Republican, and enacted the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law, and no Democratic 
congress has since amended it, or tried 
to, or done anything except talk. 
This Republican statute was the first 
definite anti-trust 
law in the entire 
country. 
As this was fathered by 
John Sherman, so Senator Cullom of 
Illinois, another Republican leader, in 
1887 fathered the interstate commerce 
act, which invoked the dorm ant powei 
of the constitution for the control of 
the railroads. 
The supreme court has 
sustained both, and was able under 
the Sherman law to break up a com ­ 
bination in the Trans-M issouri case of 
eighteen railroads, covering the entire 
west of the Missouri from Canada to 
the Gulf, and in the Joint Traffic As­ 
sociation case, to break a combination 
of thirty-one railroads—practically all 
of the lines in operation between Chi­ 
cago and the Atlantic coast. 
In the Addyston Pipe case, the Sher­ 
m an law broke up a combination of 
different companies 
engaged in m o­ 
nopoly, so that any further efforts for 
that purpose m ust be carried on by 
complete corporations, 
thus 
opening 
the way for the legislation now p ro ­ 
posed. 
All of these are practical re­ 
sults of Republican 
legislation and 
action alone, and not an effective word 
from the Democracy 
on the subject 
upon the 
statutes. 
Since then, m any : 
states have enacted laws against trusts 
and combinations so-called, more of 
them by Republican legislatures than 
by Democratic legislatures, 
and 
the 
very first of all was 
by one of the 
s tro n g 'st 
Republican states—a 
leader 
in its statesm anship—th at of Maine. 
The 
Maine 'enactm ent of 1889 was 
about as sweeping and thorough as hu- 


"lf.” 
His 
plan 
contem plates indus­ 
trial destruction 
by wiping out ail 
corporation}., as he has repeatedly de 
dared, or by the Democratic perpetual 
plan of compelling universal free trade 
by presidential proclamation without 
notice; which has been well described 
as “czar-like. Caesarism, imperialism,

But it is 
Bryanism. 
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Chief 
Justice John M arshall, 
the 
great Virginian, of the United States 
suprem e court, long ago as President 
Monroe’s time answered by anticipa 
tion 
all 
the 
Aguinaldo

against the rights of the United States 
in its acquired territory th a t the Bryan 
Democracy are working today. 
In a 
decision coucernirg the recently ac 
quired territory of Florida, for which 
the United States had paid $15,000,000, 
the supreme court 
by 
Chief Justice 
Marshall said (1st Peters, page 641): 
“The course which the argum ent has 
taken will require th at in deciding this 
question the court should take into 
view the relation 
in 
which 
Florida 
stands to the United States. 
The con­ 
stitution confers absolutely on the gov­ 
ernm ent of the Union the powers of 
m aking war and of m aking treaties; 
consequently, th a t governm ent pos­ 
sesses the power of acquiring territoiy, 
either by conquest or by treaty. 
“The usage of the world is, if a n a ­ 
tion be not entirely subdued, to con 
sider the holding of conquered te rri­ 
tory as a mere m ilitary occupation u n ­ 
til its fate shall be determined at tho 
treaty of peace. 
If it be ceded by the 
treaty the acquisition is affirmed, and 
the ceded territory becomes a part of 
the nation 
to 
which it is annexed, 
either on the term s stipulated in the 
treaty of cession or on such term s as 
its new m aster shall impose. 
On such 
transfer of territory it has never been 
held th a t the relations of the inhab 
Rants with each 
other 
undergo any 
change. Their relations with their for­ 
m er sovereign are dissolved, and new 
relations are created 
between 
them 
and the governm ent which has ac­

which transfers their country tran s­

WON NER CASE 


Circuit Court Failed to Sustain a 
Motion Filed by Local Ice 
Company. 


SHE GETS $2,000 DAMAGES 


Action Was Brought Because the 
Defendants Changed Course 
of Tanyard Bun And 


IT O V E R F L O W E D H E R P R O P E R T Y 


Li3bon, Sept. 
29.—(Special.)—Cir­ 
cuit court opened at IO o'clock this 
morning with Judges Laubie and Bur­ 
rows on the bench. 
Judge Laubie delivered the court’s 
opinion in the case of Catherine Car­ 
oller against the East Liverpool Ice 
and Coal company. 
The finding was 
lengthy and involved many law points, 
the outcome of which was to sustain 
a motion filed and dismiss the appeal 
taken by the defendants. 
Mrs. Carraher recovered $2,000 dam­ 
ages against the 
defendant by rea­ 
son of damages sustained by her when 
the defendant diverted the course of 
Tanyard run, in East Liverpool, and 
in so doing caused it to overflow her 
land. 
Judges Laubie and Frazier 
were 
unanimous in the opinion, while Judge 
Burrows dissented. 
In the case of Rebecca M. Baker 
against Phila McPherson 
et a1., 
of 
Washington 
township, the 
common 
pleas court overruled a demurrer and 
the ruling was sustained. 
The case 
was brought up on error. 
The case of 
the city 
of 
Salem 
against Sarah M. Cook was remanded 
for further trial by Judge Burrows 
in common pleas court. The defendant 
in error recovered judgment against 
the city for $850 when the case was 
taken up. Mrs. Cook sustained injur­ 
ies oy reason of a defective sidewalk 
in the 
city of Salem and recovered 
damages for her injury. 
The court held that in its opinion a 
city was only required to exercise or­ 
dinary care under ordinary 
circum­ 
stances, and that the pleadings did 
not show that the defendant in er­ 
ror was entitled to relief. 
The case of Letitia Curry against 
the West End Pottery company, 
of 
East Liverpool, was brought up on ap­ 
peal and in lengthy opinions rendered 
by Judge Laubie the appeal was dis­ 
missed. 
Mrs. Curry owns a one-half interest 
in land in East Liverpool and 
she 
claimed that the 
defendant claimed 
an interest adverse to 
her 
rights. 
Eight years ago W. E. Curry, 
the 
husband of the plaintiff, leased a part 
of the 
land to Hill & Kelly to drill 
for oil and gas. They found the same 
and transferred their interest to the 
defendants. 
The court held that 
Mrs. 
Curry 
knew of the deal and acquiesced 
in 
the proceedings and consequently is 
not entitled to relief. 
The case of 
Wing 
and 
Evans 
against the Specialty Glass company, 
which was brought up in error, was 
reversed and remanded for trial. 
The circuit court adjourned at IO 
o’clock, after 
having 
affirmed the 
lower court in six cases and reversing 
two.

Judge W. H. Frazier Handed Down 
Two Decisions Yesterday

istration were granted to the plaintiff, 
who is his mother.

The Crockery Journal has the fol­ 
lowing to say of the condition of trade 
in this city:

“If, contrary to my belief and hope, 
a constitutional amendment is found 
to be necessary, I shall recommend 
each an amendment as will, without 
f impairing any of the existing rights 
▼ of the states, empower congress to pro­ 
tect the people of all the states from 
injury at the hands of individuals or 
corporations 
engaged 
in 
interstate 
commerce.”—W. J. Bryan’s letter of 
acceptance, 1900. 
That little “lf” gives the whole thing 
away. “If” Mr. Bryan does not know 
what Democratic committees of con­ 
gress have reported upon this very 
point, and “if” he does not know what 
the 
United 
States 
supreme 
court, 
through its Democratic chief justice, 
has decided upon this point, he is 
mighty poor stuff of which to make a 
president. 
“If” he does know it, and 
withholds it from the people, with in­ 
tent to deceive them with mere word 
making, he is still poorer stuff by as 
much as dishonesty is worse than 
ignorance. 
In fact, this official declaration of 
the Democratic candidate is in strict 
keeping witft the party’s entire posi­ 
tion upon this question. 
They have 
done any amount of kicking up of dust 
but there is not a vote on the records, 
or any official act, that amounts to a 
minute of real restraint of the evils 
that they talk so loudly about. Bryan s 
letter, for instance, repeats all the cus­ 
tomary platitudes upon the subject, 
but proposes practically no remedy ex­ 
cept this “if.” 
For it is a fact* that 
.4 congress 
can do no more than 
the 
present laws allow until the constitu­ 
tion shall be changed. 
Our first authority for this is such 
distinguished Democrats as Culberson 
of Texas, Oates of Alabama, Bynum of 
indiana, 
Stockdale 
of 
Mississippi, 
Goodnight 
of 
Kentucky, Boatner of 
Louisiana, Buchanan of Virginia, C ha­ 
pin of New York, Layton of Ohio and 
Wolverton of Pennsylvania—the Dem­ 
ocrats constituting the majority of the 
judiciary committee of the house of 
the Fifty-second congress, which had 
236 Democrats and 88 Republicans. 
The Democrats had everything in 
their own hands, and it was their re ­ 
port that declared that “ none of the 
methods employed 
by 
the trusts in 
controlling the production or disposi­ 
tion of their products are in violation 
of the United States laws,” and that 
“it is clearly settled that the production 
or manufacture of that which may be­ 
come a subject of interstate commerce 
and ultimately 
pass Into protected 
trade, is not commerce, nor can manu­ 
facturers of any sort be instruments 
of commerce 
within the meaning of 
the constitution.” 
This view since has been fully and 
finally confirmed by another most d is­ 
tinguished 
Democrat, 
Chief 
Justice 
Fuller of the United States supreme 
court, in his announcement 
of 
the 
niajority decision of that court in the 
Knight case (156 U. S. page ll) , in 
which he declares: 
‘‘That which be­ 
longs to commerce is within the jur­ 
isdiction of the United States, and that 
which does not belong to commerce is 
within the jurisdiction of the police 
power of the state.” 
Judge 
Fuller 
makes the identical 
distinction indicated in the report of 
the Democratic house judiciary com­ 
mittee, towit, that manufactures are 
hot commerce, when he says, in the 
same opinion, ‘‘commerce succeeds to 
manufacture and is not a part of it.” 
Further along, 
there is still more 
•Perlita prohibition 
by Chief Justice 
Fuller of the very pow’er of congress 
which Bryan now limits by his “lf,' 
wherein the court says: 
“The power 
J** regulate commerce is a power inde­ 
p en d en t of the power to suppress mo­ 
nopoly." Again, the United States su­ 
preme court, in its decision in Gibbon 


against Ogden, says, " I he tact m at an 
article is manufactured for export to 
another state does not of itself make 
it an article of interstate commerce, 
and the intent 
of the manufacturer 
does not determine the time when the 
article or product passes from the con­ 
trol of the state and belongs to com­ 
merce.” 
With the constitution itself thus in­ 
terpreted by the supreme court, upon 
the broad 
ground of the distinction 
between the powers and rights of the 
states and of the national government, 
Mr. Bryan plays with words, or dis­ 
plays his ignorance, in his letter of ac­ 
ceptance. 
We may note, in this con­ 
nection, that the only dissenting judge 
of the supreme court was a Republican, 
Mr. Justice Harlan, who urged that the 
constitution now confers the necessary 
power, but the court held otherwise. 
Thus, there is no “if” about it, so 
far as congress and the highest court 
are concerned. Nevertheless, the Dem­ 
ocrats flatly refused to vote for a co n ­ 
stitutional amendment so recently as 
the closing hours of the present con­ 
gress. Only four Democrats out of 163 
in the house voted for the constitu­ 
tional amendment that their own ju­ 
diciary 
committee 
had 
practically 
proven to be indispensable, and that 
their own chief justice of the supreme 


couit had officially decided cannot b« 
done without. 
They refused thus to 
vote, although Mr. Bryan, in his ca­ 
pacity 
as 
supreme potentate of the 
party, had declared himself in public 
speech, “in favor of an amendment to 
the constitution that will give to con 
gress power to destroy every trust in 
the country.” Yet his party now v 
against 
such 
an 
amendment, 
and 
Bryan still says “if.” And what, pray, 
was the Democratic excuse for su*-ii re­ 
fusal to vote? 
Why, the old everlast­ 
ing, secession-nullification heresy of 
state rights. 
The remedy proposed by 
the Republicans was too radical, be­ 
cause it seemed to cross that sacred 
circle of protection to the states under 
which 
they 
plunged 
into 
rebellion 
against the United States. 
The new sixteenth 
amendment to 
the constitution, offered by the Repub­ 
lican house judiciary committee, pro­ 
vided that ‘‘Congress shall have the 
power to define, regulate, control, pro­ 
hibit or dissolve trusts, monopolies or 
combinations, whether existing in the 
form of a corporation or otherwise. * 
* 
* 
* 
* 
The several states may 
continue to exercise 
such power in 
any manner not in conflict with the 
laws of the United States.” 
There it is—clear cut, distinct, pow­ 
erful; and every Republican in con­ 
gress but one voted for it. 
It needed 
a two-thirds vote, and only four Demo­ 
crats were for it. 
Bryan s own party 
defeated it, in spite of the fact that 
“the supreme court has decided that 
congress is powerless, that the indi­ 
vidual states are powerless, and that 
congress and the states acting together 
are powerless” until the constitution 
shall be changed. 
The Congressional 
Record reads, (June I, 1900): 
“Two- 
thirds not having voted in the affirm­ 
ative, the resolution is disagreed to 
[Applause on the Democratic side.]” 
Bryan’s “if” and that applause belong 
together. 
It 
was 
the 
Republican judiciary 
committee 
leo that reported a bill to 
amend and strengthen 
the 
Sherman 
anti-trust law, by adding to the pro­ 
visions already held to be constitu­ 
tional, adapted from statutes already 
tested in the supreme 
court of the 
United States. 
It provided for a fine 
of 15,000 for each offense, and for two 
years in the penitentiary. It proposed 
to forbid the use of the mails to of­ 
ficers of corporations carrying on bus­ 
iness for purposes declared to be ille­ 
gal; to forbid their products interstate 
transportation, and to compel witness 
es to produce books and papers under 
their control, eveu though they pleaded 
such proof would be evidence against 
themselves as guilty parties to an ille­ 
gal combination. 
It also gives any 
one the right to prosecute combina­ 
tions that are conducting business by 
illegal methods, while the present law 
limits such privilege 
to the depart­ 
ment of Justice.

said, “A more vicious attack cannot 
well be conceived. 
By a single stroke 
of his pen, a president could wipe out 
the customs duties that sustain the 
government and strike down the sys­ 
tem that gives this country its great 
share in the world’s prosperity. 
Such 
a provision might close thousands of 
factories, and throw out of employ­ 
ment hundreds of thousands of w ork­ 
men, without notice or hope of a re­ 
turn to work. 
Such a suggestion is 
equivalent to burning the house in or­ 
der to expel the intruder.” Yet, in his 
acceptance letter, Bryan broadly inti­ 
mates this very threat and attack upon 
our entire industrial system as part of 
his scheme of correcting the evil of 
combination. And about this he seems 
to have no "if.” 
This Republican bill is proposed to 
strengthen 
another 
Republican bill, 
which is substantially the only United 
States law’ upon the subject of trusts, 
monopolies and combinations. The so­ 
called Sherman anti-trust act was en­ 
acted July 2, 1890, and has been tested 
in the United States supreme court 
and sustained by it. 
lf it has fallen 
short at any point, 
the Democrats 
have had repeated control of congress 
in the past ten years, and might easily 
have done something more had they 
meant business. 
In the 50th congress, the Democrats 
were in power and through their com ­ 
mittee 
on 
manufactures 
(including 
such Democratic leaders as Wilson of 
West Virginia. Breckinridge of A rkan­ 
sas, Bynum of Indiana, and Bacon of 
New York) assumed to investigate the 
trust question, yet for six mouths did 
nothing except pay the’r clerk, out ot 
the treasury and then ieport in these 
words: 
“They 
limit this report to 
submitting to the careful consideration 
Ot subsequent 
congresses 
the facts 
shown by the testimony taken before 
the committee." 
That is, the Demo­ 
crats dodged. 
But the next congress 
was Republican, and enacted the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law, and no Democratic 
congress has since amended it, or trie I 
to, or done anything except talk. 
This Republican statute was the first 
definite anti-trust 
law in the entflr 
country. 
As this was fathered by 
John Sherman, so Senator Cullom ol 
Illinois, another Republican leader, in 
1887 fathered the interstate commerce 
act, which invoked the dormant powei 
of the constitution for the control ol 
the railroads. 
The supreme court has 
sustained both, and was able under 
the Sherman law to break up a com­ 
bination in the Trans-Missouri case of 
eighteen railroads, covering the entire 
west of the Missouri from Canada to 
the Gulf, and in the Joint Traffic As­ 
sociation case, to break a combination 
of thirty-one railroads—practically all 
of the lines in operation between Chi­ 
cago and the Atlantic coast. 
In the Addyston Pipe case, the Sher­ 
man law broke up a combination of 
different companies 
engaged iu mo­ 
nopoly, so thut any further efforts for 
that purpose must be carried on by 
complete corporations, 
thus 
opening 
the way for the legislation now p ro ­ 
posed. 
All of these are practical re­ 
sults of Republican 
legislation and 
action alone, and not an effective word 
from the Democracy 
on the subject 
upon the statutes. 
Since then, many 
states have enacted laws against trusts 
and combinations so-called, more of 
them by Republican legislatures than 
by Democratic legislatures, 
aud the 
very first of all was 
by one of th# 
strong* st Republican states—a leader 
in its statesm anship—that of Maine. 
The 
Maine .enactment of 1889 was 
about as sweeping and thorough as h u ­ 
man language could make it. 
After all 
these deeds, not word?, 
achievements, not promises, Mr. Bryan

trial destruction 
by wiping out all

Marshall said (1st Peters, page 641): 
“The course which the argument bus 
taken will require that in deciding this 
question the court should take into 
view the relation 
in 
which 
Florida 
stands to the United States. The con­ 
stitution confers absolutely on the gov­ 
ernment of the Union the powers of 
making war and of making treaties; 
consequently, th at government pos­ 
sesses the power of acquiring territoiy, 
either by conquest or by treaty. 
“The usage of the w’orld is, if a na­ 
tion be not entirely subdued, to con 
sider the holding of conquered terri­ 
tory as a mere military occupation u n ­ 
til its fate shall be determined at tho 
treaty of peace, 
lf it be ceded by the 
treaty the acquisition is affirmed, and 
the ceded territory becomes a part of 
the nation 
to 
which it is annexed, 
either on the terras stipulated in the 
treaty of cession or on such terms as 
its new master shall impose. 
On such 
transfer of territory it has never been 
held that the relations of the in h ab ­ 
itants with each 
other 
undergo any 
change. Their relations with the*r for­ 
mer sovereign are dissolved, and new 
relations are created 
between 
them 
and the government which has ac­ 
quired 
the 
territory.

which transfers their country trans­
